IN THE DRAWINGS 

In response to the Examiner's objections to the Drawings noted on Page 2 of the 

Office Action, Applicant hereby requests the Examiner's approval of the following 
proposed changes to Figure 3. For the Examiner's convenience, replacement (formal) 
drawing sheets 1/2 and 2/2 are enclosed, as well as a marked-up copy of Fig 3 indicating 
the desired changes in red. 

The specific changes made include redrawing of the lead line from reference 
numbers 24 1 and 242 to more clearly show that these reference numbers represent the 
openings, not the fibers 10. Also, clarification is made to indicate that in addition to 
adhesive 26, there is solder 28 attaching fibers to the ferrule 20 at the rightmost opening 
of the apertures 24 1 and 242. The addition of reference number 28 to the specification is 
made in the Amendment that follows.
